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PRESIDENT'S  PAGE

Silver  keeps  going  up.  Yesterday's  paper  (Feb.  9, 

1994)  quoted  .999  silver  at  $5.36.  When  it  hits 
$50  like  it  did  in  the  early  1980's  I'm  selling! 

How  many  of  you  were  in  the  hobby  then?  The  high 
price  resulted  in  many  collectors  selling  all  their 
collections  and  massive  meltdown  of  silver  coins, 
rounds,  ingots,  medals,  silverware  and  numerous 
other  objects  made  of  silver.  A  big  boost  in  the 
pocketbook,  but  many  empty  albums  and  drawers.  I 
really  don't  think  silver  will  ever  go  up  that  high 
in  the  forseeable  future.  Back  then  there  were  many 
factors  involved:  industrial  demand,  world  economics 
and,  of  course,  the  Hunt  brothers  trying  to  comer 
the  market.  Future  duplication  just  doesn't  seem 
possible. 

I,  for  one,  didn't  sell  my  collection  of  art  bars,  and 
through  the  ensuing  years  I ' ve  found  out  that  many 
collectors  also  didn’t.  These  people  that  kept  their 
1970’s  and  before  art  bars  have  formed  what  I  call 
"the  hardcore  collectors."  They  try  to  collect  every 
art  bar  minted,  especially  the  ones  listed  in  the 
art  bar  catalogs  where  photos,  known  mintages  and 
values  are  listed.  This  is  a  murky  gray  area,  but 
believe  me,  these  figures  were  not  put  down  haphazardly. 
Guesswork  aside,  the  mintages  and  especially  values 
were  of  the  utmost  importance.  I  have  kept  track 
and  corresponded  with  many  collectors,  producers  and 
dealers  going  back  to  the  early  heydays  of  the  early 
1970's  when  the  art  bar  craze  was  at  its  peak.  You 
could  buy  art  bars  for  less  than  $4.  Leading  to  the 
early  80 's,  silver  going  up  to  over  $50,  many  people 
sold  and  many  producers  folded  as  silver  was  too  high 
to  produce  art  bars  at  a  profit.  A  sudden  drop  in 
silver  and  then  gradual  decline  has  left  us  where 
we  are  today.  Only  recently  in  the  last  eight  months 
have  we  had  a  40%  increase  in  price.  Along  these 
lines,  you  may  want  to  read  the  'Forward'  and 
'Rarity  Scale  Structure'  in  the  5th  edition  of  1991 
and  also  the  ' Forward '  and  'Mintages'  section  in  the 
1993  revised  edition. 
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Along  the  lines  of  pricing  art  bars,  6  years  ago 
I  and  8  other  collectors  and  dealers  spent  4  months 
revising  art  bar  lists  and  pricing  as  basic  guide¬ 
lines.  These  were  published  in  the  4th  and  5th 
editions  of  the  silver  art  bar  catalogs.  After 
publication  there  was  the  usual  flak,  "this  is 
too  high  or  this  is  too  low,"  BUT  MIND  YOU,  THE 
VALUES  WERE  AND  ARE  BASIC  GUIDELINES.  Supply  and 
demand  is  a  positive  factor.  The  older  art  bars, 
in  my  opinion,  are  worth  more  than  the  newer  art 
bars.  Some  are  impossible  to  find  at  any  price. 

Some  "Johnny-ccme-lately  collectors"  love  to  go 
into  a  dealer's  shop  and  buy  a  $25  bar  for  $7  or 
less,  BUT  try  to  buy  a  particular  bar  that  you 
want  and  can't  find.  Their  collections  are  full  of 
$5-7  bars.  Check  the  latest  auction  lists  and 
wonder  why  sane  collectors  are  willing  to  pay  $200 
and  $300  for  a  bar  that  they  need  for  their  collec¬ 
tion.  There  is  a  vast  difference  between  a  collection 
and  an  accumulation.  I  could  go  on  and  on.  The 
heart  of  the  matter  is,  if  you  want  (need)  a  partic¬ 
ular  bar  that  you  have  been  looking  for  for  10  or  15 
years  and  you  finally  find  one,  you  don't  quibble. 

Oh  sure,  you  will  procrastinate  and  dicker,  but  if 
you  want  it,  you  will  pay  for  it. 

In  reference  to  my  credability,  see  the  letter  to 
the  Editor  in  this  issue.  The  City  National  Bank 
bar  was  sold  to  a  grateful  collector  for  $150,  and 
two  others  were  too  late.  I  personally  know  two 
collectors  who  would  pay  $350  for  a  USSC-285.  The 
MAD-220  bar  was  distributed  only  to  radio  and  TV 
personalities . 

The  MAD- 1 28V  is  a  mule,  and  I’m  in  the  market. 

Re:  the  MAD-285E,  I'm  in  the  market  and  so  are  a 
lot  of  other  collectors.  KNOW  THE  DIeelkENCE 
BETWEEN  (DT.T.FTrrTONS  AND  ACCUMULATIONS.

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 


This  letter  is  in  reply  to  the  President's  page  of  the 
January  issue  of  the  Bugle. 

I  don't  think  were  doing  our  club  or  the  art  bar  hobby  any 
favors  when  we  promote  $150.00  art  bars. 

NOW  LET  ME  EXPLAIN. 

I  understand  that  the  value  of  a  particular  art  bar  is  very 
subjective,  depending  on  the  quality  of  the  strike,  the  mintage, 
the  subject,  rarity,  availability  etc.,  as  well  as  its  particular 
appeal  to  the  individual  -  but  c'mon  folks,  should  our  officers 
be  touting  $150.00  for  a  1  oz.  silver  bar. 

Who  determines  these  prices  anyway?  I'd  like  to  know  what 
makes  a  CNB  1  on  Page  176  catalog  for  $185.00.  Who  has  one?  and 
what  makes  it  worth  $185.00?  Is  that  what  the  owner  of  that  bar 
paid  for  it?  Probably  not.  But  did  the  owner  of  that  bar  have 
anything  to  do  with  determining  prices  in  the  catalog.  Probably 
so.  The  following  examples  are  a  little  more  obvious. 

USSC  285  MERRY  CHRISTMAS  BAR  ON  Page  274  Cat  $350.00.  A  crude 
trial  strike  by  the  catalogs  own  description,  again  who  has  one?, 
who  determines  its  value?  Is  that  what  they  paid  for  it? 

MAD  220  ABC  25TH  ANNIV  BAR  ON  Page  160  Cat  $325.00,  again  an 
average  looking  bar,  ok  whose  got  one,  and  did  they  pay  enough 
for  it  to  catalog  for  $325.00? 

MAD  127  SMALL  BELL  W/SER  tt  CAT  VAL  R-3 
MAD  128V  LARGE  BELL  W/SER  #  CAT  VAL  $150.00 

MAD  285  HAPPY  BIRTHDAY  CAT  VAL  15.00 
MAD  285E  ERROR  BAR  CAT  VAL  280.00 

There  are  numerous  other  examples  throughout  the  catalog, 
and  I  think  we  have  to  be  careful,  not  to  over  inflate  our  own 
one  of  a  kind,  and  compromise  our  credibility  by  willing  to 
"negotiate"  on  behalf  of  a  dealer  for  a  $150.00  1  oz.  silver  bar. 
If  a  dealer  or  collector  wants  to  advertise  fine  and  dandy 
buyer  beware  or  caveat  emptor  but  not  well  worth  it  in  my 
opinion. " 

I've  got  several  bars  that  aren't  listed  in  the  catalog,  and 
yes,  I  would  like  to  have  them  cataloged  for  $100  to  200.00  more 
than  I  paid  for  them,  but  that's  not  the  way  to  promote  our 
hobby.  When  it  comes  time  to  sell  some  of  our  $200.00  bars, 
whose  going  to  be  willing  to  negotiate  on  our  behalf.

The  fourth  medal  struck  for 
the  Chula  Vista  Coin  Club 
honors  John  J.  Montgomery, 
the  Father  of  Basic  Flying.

THE  NORTHERN  CALIFORNIA  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 

The  Northern  CaliTornia  Numismatic  Association  was  created 
in  1961.  The  medals  program  began  in  1971  with  the  first  medal 
issued  that  year  commemorated  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  organ¬ 
ization. 

The  logo  of  N.C.N.A.  medals  depict  a  miner  panning  gold. 
N.C.N.A.  medals  are  issued  every  five  years  and,  thus  far,  five 
themes  have  been  covered.  The  five  year  intervals  are  to  commem¬ 
orate  the  anniversaries  of  the  organization. 

All  themes  have  San  Francisco-related  designs.  The  1971 
theme  was  the  San  Francisco  cable  car.  200  serialized,  1-ounce 
fine  silver  medals  were  struck.  2,000  antique  bronze  rounds 
were  also  minted  with  all  medals  sold  at  the  10th  anniversary 
coin  show.  A  second  issue  of  1,000  golden  bronze,  uniface  medals 
of  the  miner  panning  gold/cable  car  type  were  struck  but  were 
not  for  sale  and  are  used  for  exhibit  awards. 

The  1976  medal  issue  of  300  serialized,  1-ounce  silvers, 
1,000  antique  bronze  and  1,000  golden  bronze  were  made  to  com¬ 
memorate  both  the  American  and  San  Francisco  bi-centennials 
since  both  were  founded  in  1776. 

The  theme  of  the  1981  N.C.N.A.  medal  was  the  San  Francisco 
earthquake  of  1906.  125  non-seriaUzed,  1-ounce  silver  rounds 

and  1,000  golden  bronze  were  struck. 

The  1986  N.C.N.A. 's  25th  anniversary  medal  had  as  its  theme 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge. 
Prior  to  this  bridge  all  transportation  was  done  by  ferry.  The 
U.S.  half  dollar  commemorative  portrait  of  the  bridge  was  used 
as  a  model  for  this  issue. 

150  serial-numbered,  one-ounce  silver  rounds  were  struck 
as  were  lb  l.U  ounce  gold  medals.  No  base  medals  were  made. 

The  1991  N.C.N.A.  medal  issue  was  the  fifth  in  a  series 
made  including  the  1971  issue.  The  obverse  shows  a  view  of 
the  San  Francisco  bay  and  the  Tiburon  peninsula  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  Alcatraz  is  prominent  in  the  bay.  A  total  of  55  silver 
and  eight  l.h  ounce  gold  medals  were  made  with  no  other  strikes 
in  base  metals. 

The  next  3trLke  of  N.C.N.A.  medals  is  scheduled  for  1996 
and  will  oonmemorate  the  35th  anniversary  of  the  association. 

The  attendant  theme  has  not  yet  been  chosen. 

This  numismatic  society  publishes  quarterly  an  informative 
pamphlet  mentioning  the  activities  of  numerous  coin  clubs  and 
is  a  worth-while  club  to  belong  to.  Annual  dues  are  $  5.
